This was on action to obtain the return 
of asum_ of $25,000 ind certain lsccurities 
to a largo amuunt-dep>sited by the plaintiff 
with the defendahts as security for her son- 
in-law, the defordants' ‘compradore, Tho 
oompradore entered the defendants’ service 


-in 1885 ns compradore on the usual terms, 


i.e. that he should recoiva tho maual com- 
pradore’s commiseion aud should gnatanteo’ 
tho performance of -all’ contracts“ entered 
into by Chinese customers of the firm and 
also guarantee thé honesty of all Obinase 
employees of tho firm, A few months after 
the compradore entercd-tha defendants’ 
employ they requiring it the plaintiff en-, 
tored intoa bond to securo the due per- 
formance of his agreemant. On’ the 12th 
August 1890 the compradure and plaintiff 
both gave $ months’ notice detormining ther 
agrocments with.the defendants, und after 
this notice expired tho plaintiff thronzh 
her solisitora demanded the return of bor 
money and securitios. “The defandants re- 
fused to giva them up on tho: ground that 
there were many contracts with Chinese 
customers: which were unfulfilled and in 
respect of which tha: compradore and sho 
as aurety would be liable, Sho thon fre- 
quontly demanded that thay should make 
up theit accounts, but they repliod that 
it was the compradore’s- duty to mako up 
the accounts, After waitins some 6 
months and getting no accounts from the 
dofondauts the plaintiff brought this action. 

The defence set up was that the monoy 
and securities were not returnable until 
all the contracts in respect of which tho 
plaintif was liable to defondants had 
been falfided, and thet they (:ho dofend- 
ants) hud delayad and ‘wero’ still dulaying 
ascertaining the amount of ber Siebility'at 
the specific request of tho.compradore. 

Mr J. J. Francis, Q:C.,; and Dr Ho Kai, 
appearod for the plaintiff, instcutted by Mr 
Wilkinson, solicitor ; and Mr A. J. Leach, 
instructed by Messrs Wotton and Dzacon, 
svlicitors, were for the defendants, 

Mr Francia in opening the oaso eaid this 
case eeemed to him ts be in many respects 
peculisr and dilferent from «lmost any cave 
which they could find in the tovks in this 
respect, muinly that thoro was what might 
-be calkd a double guaranteo hero. ‘The 
compradere by tho uatare of his sorvics 
and of hie egreoment with the defendanta 
gusranteod to them or stuod security to 
them fur the duo perfurmance by any per- 
sna who might come to purchase goods 
from the defendants of the soveral con- 
tracts for the sale or purchase of goods 
whioh these parties entered into, and what 
thelplnintiff in the present case undertuok 
to da was that the compradore should pay 
all losses incurred by the firm through the 
tsilure of primary purchasers to take up or 
wake good their purchases. The defend- 
ante ara a firm of morchapts carrying on 
mainly an Tidion business in the Colony of 
selling principally yarn and cotten goods. 
They had been many-years_es’ablished in 
huainossand ia 1886— not in Febru sry,1886, 
ag stated in the pleadings—Chau Hing Ting 
wus engaged by them as their compradore.
